ATOMIC-MADE 
Magic Drink 
Is Relieving 
Heart Pains 


BOSTON, April 18—(AP)— 
The magic drink of water made 
by atomic energy is_ relieving 
heart pains, shortness of breath 
and tired feelings. 

The report on this new medical 
step was made yesterday to the 
opening session of the American 
College of Physicians by Doctors 
Herman L, Blumgart, A. Stone 
Freedberg and George S, Kur- 
land, of Beth Fisrael hospital and 
Harvard Medical School, 

The magic drink is radioactive 
fodine in water. The amount of 
iodine is small enough to be al- 
most tasteless, 

The drink was given to 22 
patients with either angina pec- 
toris or congestive heart taiiure, 
All were comp’ete invalids. Four 
returned to work and a number 
of others began again to enjoy 
life at home,

TORONTO, April 18.—(CP)—A 
graded price for uranium running 
as high as $6 a pound for uranium 
oxides as compared with the pres- 
ent price of $2.75 was announced 


today by W, J. Bennett, president 
| of the government's Eldorado Min- 
ing and Refining, Ltd. 

Mr. Bennett outlined the in- 
creases to the annual convention 
'of the Canadian Institute of Min- 
ing and Metallurgy.

Multiply the five pounds by the 
present $2.75 and get $13.75. Add 
a milling allowance of $7.25 and

jeentrates is $21 divided by 3.5, 
which is $6 a pound 

Working it out the same way ore 
yielding .5 per cent or 10 pounds 
a ton would give a final figure of 
$4.95 a pound for concentrates:

$4.62 a pound, 

The inerease comes from a mill-

Another traffic death at one of Ed- 
monton’s level crossings, this time at 84 
street and 110 avenue, indicates how ur- 
gent is the need for some speedy action on 
these dangerous railway intersections. 

There are 27 highly hazardous level 
crossings in Edmonton that are absolutely 
unprotected and which constitute a death 
tra; for motorists when weather condi- 
tions are bad and even in good weather 
when weariness or some other factor ren- 
ders the driver less alert than usual. 

Adequate protection for these level 
crossings has been discussed for years. 

Action of a sort was precipitated in 
February, 1948, when the city asked the 
Board of Transport Commissioners to ap- 
prove a bylaw prohibiting railway engines 
from blowing whistles and ringing bells 
within the city limits. 

In April of 1948 and again in April of

lf the deserting husband hap- 
pens to commit the necessary 
acts, and if this can be ascertain- 
ed, the wife can obtain a divorce. 
Otherwise she js tied permanent- 
ly. She can, of course, look for a 
job, but what does she do about 
her children? Someone else must 
care for them, or else she must 
turn them over to the authorities, 
with the result that the family 
becomes more broken than ever. 

In a number of such oases a 
relationship known as a ‘common 
law marriage’ results, In quite a 
number of such sases a home is 
established, but it is illegal and 
the parties can be sent to Jail, 
and they are sent to jail because 
they are not legally married, but 
the law prevents them from be- 
coming legally married because 
there is no ground for a divorce 
which is a condition to their
